Believe Israel Mobilization Means 
Nation Ready to Strike at Egypt 


W A S H I N G T O N HP) — High 
American officials were gravely 
concerned today over the possibili­ 
ty of war in the Middle East. 
Some 
of them 
fear 
Israel’s 
mobilization could mean only one 
thing—-that she has decided now 
is the opportune time to go to war 
against the Arabs. If so, they be­ 
lieve Israel’s first blow will be at 
Egypt. 
These experts think Israel may 
have decided: 
I. That the United States would 
take no action in a Middle Eastern 
war so close 
to the presidential 
election. 
I. That Russia would be unable 
to come to the aid of Arab states 
because the Soviets are too pre­ 
occupied with their own troubles 
throughout Eastern Europe. 
These 
experts 
speculated fur­ 
ther that Egypt cduld expect no 
help from Britain or France be­ 
cause 
of the bitter 
controversy 
over the Suez Canal. 


Messages By Eisenhower 


The American concern about the 
possibility of Mideast warfare was 
underscored by a special White 
House statement Sunday revealing 
that President Eisenhower sent an 
“ urgent message” to Israeli Pre­ 
mier David Ben-Gurion.

Today officials of the U. S State 
Department’s International Coop­ 
eration Agency (Point Four) an­ 
nounced that families of their per­ 
sonnel would be evacuated. 
In Cairo, the American embas­ 
sy “urgently advised” all Ameri­ 
cans who had no compelling rea­ 
son to remain to leave Egypt. 
Israeli’s decision to mobilize its 
armed forces partially sent an elec­ 
tric feeling of tension throughout 
this area, tad already some Is­ 
raeli troops were taking up posi­ 
tions at the front. 
An Israeli army spokesman re­ 
ported 
two 
Egyptian 
“ murder 
squads” were captured near the 
Gaza Strip early today and that 
a third escaped after a clash with 
Israeli patrols. 
An army spokesman said it was 
assumed the Egyptians had suf­ 
fered some casualties. 
He said 
usually there are four or five men 
in the Egyptian commando squads. 
Two Israeli newspapers, the left­ 
ist Lamerhav and the right wing 
Haboker, expressed resentment at 
Mr. Eisenhower’s message to Ben- 
Gurion. They said they were sur­ 
prised he had not chosen to cen­ 
sure Iraq for moving troops to­ 
ward Jordan while warning Israel 
against taking necessary counter­ 
measures. 
A Cairo dispatch said Egypt had 
been at an all out defense stand­ 
ing since the Anglo-French build­ 
up at the height of the Suez crisis 
and noted that Egyptian, Syrian, 
Jordanian 
and 
Saudi

forces had been welded together. 
The Cairo dispatch quoted Arab 
sources as saying they believed 
the Arab states had no intention 
of precipitating a war and that 
they believed Israel was not cap­ 
able of starting fullscale war now.

Orders Big Three Talks 


At the same time, Mr. Eisen­ 
hower ordered the State Depart­ 
ment to begin discussions of the 
Middle East crisis with Britain 
and France. The Big Three, under 
the tripartite declaration of 1950, 
are pledged to joint action to res­ 
ist aggression in the Middle East. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said recently that the Unit­ 
ed States stands ready, within 
constitutional means, to come to 
the aid of whichever side is the 
victim of all-out attack. 
Shortly after Mr. Eisenhower’s 
statement was released, the State 
Department announced it had or­ 
dered 
a 
partial 
evacuation of 
Americans from the Middle East. 
It also urged that American citi­ 
zens planning to visit the area de­ 
fer their trips “until the situation 
is clears*

Climbing Back 
From Nazism 


Editorial — BY BRUCE BI06SAT 
At the close of World War II 
when the horrors of the Nazi con­ 
centration camps were discover­ 
ed, the overwhelming bulk of the 
German population dismissed the 
disclosures as “enemy propagan­ 
da.” 
They 
would 
not believe 
that such crimes had been com­ 
mitted. 
To the victorious Allies this re­ 
action was regarded as one more 
proof of the callousness of the Ger­ 
man nation, of its indifference to 
brutality. 
Again and again it was aaid that 
ordinary German* forgave Adolf 
Hitler everything but hi* failure 
to win the war. 
Yet 
many 
insisted that 
they 
weren't really lost to the family 
af 
nations, 
that the 
Germans 
would respond to patient efforts 
to reeducate them away from 
nazism and take their place once 
more in decent international so­ 
ciety. 


Slowly, efforts of that kind bore 
fruit, despite occasional disturb­ 
ing signs that the spirit of nazism 
was not dead. How fully it may 
have borne fruit has recently been 
demonstrated 
by a 
remarkable 
aeries of events in Germany. 
Almost 
simultaneously 
in 
a 
number of cities, including Ber­ 
lin, Hamburg, Karlsruhe Dresden 
(East 
Germany), 
and Duessel- 
dorf 
an 
American 
play called 
"The Diary of Anne Frank” has 
opened 
and 
is showing 
to full 
houses. 
The play is based on a genuine 
diary written during the war by a 
young 
Jewish 
girl 
in Holland. 
With her family and a few others, 
she hid out from the Nazis for two 
years in a garret over an Amster­ 
dam store. 
Her story is a remarkable re­ 
cital of quiet courage under ex 
treme 
hazard, 
of attempts 
continue some semblance of nor­ 
mal life when there could be no 
movement 
or talk in 
daytime, 
when the constant fear existed of 
a sharp knock at the well-hidden 
door. 
In the end. of course, the Nazis 
come. 
Young Anne later dies in 
a concentration camp.

“It will 
undoubtedly shake anyone who 
comes to see it.” 
Observers who have witnessed 
the

report that they will not allow ap­ 
plause, that the common response 
is to rise and leave the theater 
silently, with bowed heads. 
The 
sense of shame and embarrass­ 
ment seems all pervading. 
So far as is known, no important 
element of German society is at­ 
tacking the pia> as “anti-German 
propaganda.” No on'* is demand­ 
ing it be closed. On the contrary, 
other editions i 
other cities are 
soon to begin. 
This one extraordinary sequence 
of events, still continuing, does 
not prove the full and complete 
reformation of *he German peo­ 
ple. But it strongly suggests that 
it is possible. 
The evidence of 
progress 
is 
unmistakable. 
And 
all the free world should take 
note.

Communist Party machine, were 
until recently 
the backbone of 
Khrushchev’s support. 
Red Army discontent with his 
policies of “liberalization” is like­ 
ly to increase due to the expulsion 
i t Russia’s Stalin-appointed Mar­ 
shal Konstantin Rokossovsky from 


That Poland was among the first 
Soviet satellites to challenge Mos­ 
cow’s ruthless colonialism is of 
course no accident. Like the Nazis 
before them, the Russians have 
found the Poles tough to rule. 
More than a decade of Soviet 
domination and economic exploita­ 
tion has not dampened the Poles’ 
spirit of independence and their 
hatred for the “ Moskals”—as the 
Russians are derisively known in 
Poland. 
Even the Red efforts to 
wrest the Catholic Poles from their 
Church failed so badly that Poland 
has the only Communist-run Army 
with chaplains. 
However. Poland is not the only 
satellite struggling for liberation 
from Soviet colonialism. The situa­ 
tion is equally critical for Moscow 
in Hungary, Czechoslovakia and 
especially in East Germany where 
the Communist puppet regime is 
likely to fall like a rotten apple— 
thus paving the way for German 
unity. 
Such a possibility has long been 
foreseen by West German lead­ 
ers like Erich Ollenhauer, Social 
Democratic 
chief, and 
Foreign 
Minister Heinrich von Brentano. 
In the West Germans’ view, Sta­ 
lin’s death and Khrushchev’s ef­ 
forts 
to 
downgrade 
him post­ 
humously have unleased forcdl of 
freedom In the Red world which 
the* local 
Communist 
chieftains 
cannot control. 


MOLOTOV: The spread of rest­ 
lessness and “independence.” 


“Marxist” without much imagina­ 
tion—despite his traditional Polish 
hatred of Moscow. Son of an oil 
worker, 51-year-old Gomulka has 
been a Communist since the age 
of 14 when he first started to work 
as a blacksmith in the oil indus­ 
try of Krasno in southeast Poland. 
Unlike Communist chiefs in oth­ 
er satellite countries who were in 
disgrace while Stalin was alive, 
Gomulka never was “tried” pub­ 
licly or forced to confess his sins. 
Polish exiles had long predicted 
that in a critical moment in the 
history of Polish communism the 
“martyred” Gomulka would again 
be brought forward as a national 
hero. 


Will Gomulka’s victory over the 
die-hard Stalinists 
appease the 
Poles? 
Like Yugoslavia’s Marshal Tito, 
Gomulka believes in his country’s 
independence from Russia. 
But 
like the Yugoslav 
he is also a 
tough professional Communist. Ex­ 
iled Polish democrats in this coun­ 
try describe the taciturn and hard- 
faced Red 
as a narrow-minded 


As Western experts see it, it is 
quite likely that Khrushchev, to 
stem the tide of revolt in the satel­ 
lite states and save his job, will 
make a deal with Gomulka whom 
he recently called a “traitor” to 
communism—just as he hastened 
to make peace with another “trai­ 
tor,” Marshal Tito, after Stalin’s 
death. 
However, Gomulka would have 
to promise that Poland would re­ 
main a member of Moscow’s anti- 
Western military alliance. Poland, 
of all the satellite countries, has 
the longest frontier with Russia 
and is completely surrounded by 
Soviet troops—which considerably 
weakens Gomulka’s bargaining po­ 
sition. 
*

The Polish “national commun­ 
ism” might thus become exhibit 
number two of the good faith (rf 
Moscow’s co-existence campaign. 
After Yugoslavia’s break with 
Russia in 1948, Stalin exploited Po­ 
land and the other satellites as 
weapons in his frantic efforts to 
destroy 
Tito. 
Now Khrushchev 
looks to Yugoslavia to keep vigil 
over disgruntled and restless hu­ 
manity in the satellite countries. 
Despite the optimism of some 
Western politicians 
about Tito’s 
“independence,” the K r e m l i n 
needs the Yugoslav Marshal to act 
as a Communist co-policeman with 
Russia in the Balkans and Eastern 
Europe during the present crisis at 
least.

There is vigorous debate on the 
question in the Methodist and Epis­ 
copal churches and several other 
denominations. 
Spirit of Gospel 
Churchmen who favor the new 
policy insist that it does not in­ 
volve any watering-down of the 
Christian teaching that marriage 
is a lifelong union and that divorce 
is contrary to God’s law. 
They say it is simply a matter 
of applying the spirit of the whole 
Christian gospel, rather than the 
letter of a particular Bible pas­ 
sage, to the human tragedy of a 
broken marriage. 
The opposite point of view—held 
by many Protestants as well as 
[ Roman Catholics—was stated re­ 
cently by Pope Pius XII. He said
